At the same time 
a dense smoke spread throughout this j 
portion of the basilica and a strong 
odor of gunpo-.vder filled the air. Con- 
fusion and panic at once seized the 
people. The canon at the altar tried | 
to stem the tide of fear. He shouted 
out: "Do not be afraid; it Is nothing, 
merely the noonday gun." His words, 
however, had little effect. They were 
refuted by the smoke and the pungent 
smell of powder, and the peopie contin- 
ued their headlong flight.

Death was due to a com- 
plication of diseases from which Mr. Aus- 
tin had suffered for a number of years. 
He was 77 years old, having been born in 
York October 30, 1829. 
Mr. Austin was 
married to Miss Lea M. Bashore, who died 
suddenly nine years ago. 
He is survived 
by one son J. Wesley Austin, a prominent 
poHtician and newspaper man ; two grand- 
children, Jacob M. Austin, and Miss Fran- 
cis Austin. 


During the latter half of his life reading 
his Bible was Mr. Austin's chief pleasure. 
He read the Bible through 42 times and 
had only the remaining month and a half 
to go to conclude it for the forty-third 
time when he was forced to relinquish his 
custom because of sickness last Friday. 
His sight was good and the Bibles he read 
were in line print. He wore out one Bible 
and had his second one almost worn out 
when death came. 
He WHS authority on 
the contents of the book with wdiich he 
spent so much time and could quote from 
its chapters at random. 
He was one of 
the large property owners of the city. 


Mr. Austin was for many years engaged 
in supplying hotels, etc., with a patent 
register, and was known over a wide sec- 
tion of country.

BOMB EXPLODED 


IN FAMOUS CHURCH 


Rome, Nov. 19.—A bomb exploded In 
St. Peters. The edifice was crowded, 
and an indescribable scene of confu- 
sion followed. There were no fatali- 
ties. As soon a s the echoes of 
the 
tremendous roar had ceased a ciinon 
sought by reassuring words to quiet 
the people, but in vain. They fled in all 
directions and a number of 
women 
fainted. Women and children screamed 


and men tried to protect their famines 
in the crush. The church is so large» 
however.that there was ample room for 
the crowd to scatter and no one was 
injured. No trace of the 
perpetrator 
of the deed has been found. 


Since St. Anacletus. who was or- 
dained by Peter himself, erected 
an 
oratory in 90 A. D., on the site of the 
present basilica to mark 
the 
spot 
where the remains of St. Peter 
are 
buried, no such dastardly occurrence 
is noted in the annals of the church. 
Panic Followed 
Explosion. 


Sunday was the anniversary of the 
dedication of the basilica to St. Peter, 
and it was beautifully decorated for 
the occasion. Holy relics were exposed 
and a large number of the faithful at* 
tended 
the 
services. 
Cardinal 
Ram 
polla, 
formerly 
papal 
secretary 
ol 
state, was among those present. 
He 
took part in the service in the choir 
chapel. 
The last mass'had just been 
concluded 
when 
the 
explosion 
o c 
curred .and only one canon, who had 
not quite finished, remained at the al- 
tar of St. Petronilla. This altar is at 
the end of the right aisle, and it was 
near 
here that the bomb had 
been 
placed. As the canon turned to bless 
the communicants 
there 
was a 
tre- 
mendous roar, which echoed 
through 
the lofty arches of the immense dome 
like a thunder clap. At the same time 
a dense smoke spread throughout this 
portion of the basilica and a strong 
odor of gunpowder filled the air. Con- 
fusion and panic at once seized 
the 
people. The canon at the, altar tried 
to stem the tide of fear. He shouted 
out: "Do not be afraid; it Is nothing, 
merely the noonday gun." His words, 
however, had little effect They were 
refuted by the smoke and the pungent 
smell of powder, and the people contin- 
ued their headlong flight Chairs were 
overthrown, 
making 
the 
confusion 
more serious. Men and women 
fled, 
stumbling 
in 
all 
directions, 
the 
screams of children and cries of an- 
guish were heard on all sides, 
and 
for a few moments it seemed as if 
nothing could obviate a grave disas- 
ter. 
The vast size of the church, how- 
ever, gave room for the crowd to scat- 
ter. and at the end of a few moments 
the people were surging toward 
the 
doors, excited 
and 
nervous, 
but or- 
derly. 


As soon as the smoke cleared away 
a hasty examination showed that no- 
body had been hurt in the crush, and 
furthermore, 
that 
no one 
had 
b^îen 
wounded by the explosion. 
Calm was 
gradually restored and people returned 
to view the extent of the damage. . 


Was Placed Under Scaffolding. 


Tt was discovered that the bomb had 
been placed under a scaffolding which 
had been erected to facilitate repairs to 
the roof exactly over the 
celebrated 
tomb 
of 
Clement XIII, by 
Canova, 
v/hich consists of a figure of the pope 
and two lions, and which is the most 
remarkable piece of sculpture in tho 
basilica. 
When 
the 
first 
gendarmes 
reached the spot the scaffolding was 
found to be smouldering, but this fire 
wr.s easily 
extinguished. 
The 
torn h 
was found to be absolutely uninjured, 
and even the pavement shows scarcely 
any signs of the explosion. 
An exami- 
nation of the remains of the 
bomb 
leads to the supposition, unless it was 
crudely prepared on purpose to mis- 
lead, that it was manufactured in the 
country and brought into Rome. 
It is 
believed that the bomb had a very Jong 
fuse, in order to enable the criminal 
to gain the piazza before the explosion. 
It has been impossible to trace him, 
and no one has any recollection of see- 
ing a man, who, by his 
movements, 
might have aroused suspicion. 
Pope Heard Explosion. 


The pope was engaged in his regular 
noon-hour devotions when the 
bomb 
went off. 
He heard a mufiled sound 
which surprised, but did not alarm him. 
Monsignor 
Misciatelli, sub-prefect 
of 
the apostalllc palaces, and Monsignor 
Blsletl, major domo of the Vatican, at 
once hurriedly entered 
the 
pontiff's 
chamber. 
They were so pale that the 
pope immediately 
asked. '*What 
has 
happened?" 


"Do not be alarmed, holy father/' 
was the answer. 
"A bomb has explod 
t â in the Basilica, but fortunately thçre 


are no deaths to deplore, and no one 
baJ5 been wounded." 


The pontiff asked anxiously if 
tho 
church had been injured. 
Upon being 
reassured, he fell on his knees, saying; 
he must implore mercy for the misguid- 
ed perperator of the deed, 


A three days' service of prayer will 
be celebrated In all the churches in 
expiation of this offense to religion,

SHOT IN HIS OFFICE 


Woman

Broadway, was shot in his office, re- 
ceiving a wound in the neck, from the 
effccts of which he died. A woman, a 
former employe of the company, is un- 
der arrest, charged with the shooting. 
She had called upon Simon to collect 
money said to be due her from the 
firm. 


The prisoner, who was arrested as 
she was leaving the building, describ- 
ed herself as Mme. Anisia Louise da 
Massy, a shirt waist designer. 30 years 
of age. She protested her innocence. 


According to the police, who allege 
that the shooting was witnessed, the 
woman approached Simon and asked 
for money due her.

She retired to the hall, but at onc6 
re-entered the ofTice, and immediately 
afterwards the 50 women employes in 
an adjoining workroom were startled 
by the report of three shots in quick 
succession.

in the neck, while the third imbedded 
itself in the ceiling.

STEAMER SUNK; 


42 DROWNED 


Seattle. Wash., Nov. 20.—Forty-two 
lives were lost in the disaster off Alki 
Point, when the little steamer Dix was 
run down by the Alaskan liner Joanie. 
Thirty-seven of the 79 passengers on 
the Dix wore rescued. Of the five fe- 
male passengers on the Dix the only 
one to escape was Alice Simpson, a 15- 
ycar-old girl. She is believed to be the 
only person who escaped from the main 
dock of the steamer, where more than 
half of the Dix*s passengers were shut 
in when the fatal crash came. 
She 
could not swim, but hor clothing kept 
her afloat until she was pulled aboard 
one of the lifeboats lowered by the 
steamship Joanie. 


It is believed that the 37 passengers 
who wore rescued Included every per- 
son who was on the open dock of the 
Dix when the little craft plunged down 
stern foremost Into 100 fathoms of wa- 
ter. It is doubtful whether she can bo 
raised. 


The Jeanie was backing when she 
collided with the Dix and the impact 
was very slight. 
The Dix was struck 
abaft of amidships on the 
starboard 
side. She listed heavily to port for a 
brief period, righted herself, then sank 
stern first. There was hardly time to 
launch life rafts or boats before she was 
almost entirely submerged* Passengers 
lumped from the decks into the water; 
women screamed and ofllcers and men 
oalled orders 
that could 
hardly be 
hoard above the din. 
The passengers 
from tho Dix who could swim 
made 
their way to the sidos of the Jeanie and 
were dragged abpard. 


When the Dix startod to sink, stern 
first, passengers and members of the 
crew leaped into the sound. Some of 
the passengers 
huddled 
together 
in 
groups on tho deck, while others knelt 
in prayer. 


The women, who had little chance for 
their lives, stayed 
with the 
sinking 
steamer and 
wore drowned 
as in a 
trap. 


All the members of the crew, sav« 
Captain Lermond, who happened to be 
above in his fare collecting round, and 
a deck hand, went down with 
their 
steamer. So far as known every one 
who managed 
to get free iiom 
the 
wreck was saved. 


Immediately after the Jeanie brought 
the story of the collision to 
Seattle 
the tugs Bahada and Typo, the passen- 
ger steamer Florence K. and the Jeanie 
wore ordered out to cruise about th<3 
sound for floating bodies. One by one 
the boats have put back, without hav- 
ing found any one. The tide was ebbini; 
when 
the 
collision 
occurred, and if 
there were any bodies at the surface 
they 
have 
probably 
been swept 
far 
down the sound. 
The others are likely 
buried with tho Dix, 300 fathoms below 
the v/ater's surface.

Jacob M Austin Called by Death. 


Jacob M. Austin, one of tho oldest and 
best known residents of York, died at his 
home, 113 South Duke street, at 4:10 a. 
m., Thursday. 
Death was due to a com­ 
plication of diseases from which Mr. Aus­ 
tin had suffered for a number of years. 
He was 77 years old, having been born in 
York October 30, 1829. 
Mr. Austin was 
married to Miss Lea M. Bash ore, who died 
suddenly nine years ago. 
He is survived 
by one son J. Wesley Austin, a prominent 
politician and newspaper man ; two grand­ 
children, Jacob M. Austin, and Miss Fran­ 
cis Austin. 


During the latter half of his life reading 
his Bible was Mr. Austin’s chief pleasure. 
He read the Bible through 42 times and 
had only the remaining month and a half 
to go to conclude it for the forty-third 
time when he was forced to relinquish his 
custom because of sickness last Friday.

Trolley Gets Turnpike. 


A conference was held in Gettysburg 
Monday, which resulted in two turnpikes 
passing into the hands of traction oilicials 
in the Cumberland valley, closely allied 
with the Cumberland Valley Railroad 
Company.

The party met State Senator D. P. Mc­

Chambersburg Turnpike Company, in 
Senator McPherson's oiiice and closed a 
deal whereby a stretch of a score of miles 
of turnpike passes into control of the 
Chambersburg & Gettysburg Electric Rail­ 
way Company, in addition to what that 
company already controlled. 


The trolley company now operates a 
line out of Chambersburg as far as the 
state forestry reservation at Caledonia and 
has for some time had control of the pike 
beyond Caledonia to Cashtown. The deal 
closed Monday gives it control of the re­ 
mainder of this pike—the Gettysburg & 
Chambersburg pike—clear into that bor­ 
ough, 
This road is northwest of Gettys­ 
burg. 


The Littlestown & Gettysburg turnpike 
also passed into the hands of the Cham- 
bersbnrg visitors on the same deal. 
It 
runs out of the south side of Gettysburg 
to Littlestown, eleven miles away, and is 
locallv known as the Baltimore pike.

BOMB EXPLODED 
IN FAMOUS CHURCH 


Rome, Nov. 19.—A bomb exploded in 
St. Peters. Tho edifice was crowded, 
and an indescribable scene of confu­ 
sion followed. There were no fatali- 
ties. As soon as tho echoes of the 
tremendous roar had ceased a canon 
sought by reassuring words to quiet 
the people, but in vain. They fled in all 
directions and a number of women 
fainted. Women and children screamed 
and men tried to protect their families 
in the crush. The church is so large, 
however.that there was ample room for 
the crowd to scatter and no one was 
injured. No trace of tho perpetrator 
of the deed has been found. 


Since St. Anacletus. who was or­ 
dained by Peter himself, erected an 
oratory in 90 A. D., on the site of the 
present basilica to mark 
the 
spot 
where the remains of St. Peter are 
buried, no such dastardly occurrence 
is notpd in the annals of the church. 


Panic Followed Explosion. 


Sunday was tho anniversary of the 
dedication of the basilica to St. Peter, 
and it was beautifully decorated for 
the occasion. Holy relics were exposed 
and a large number of the faithful at* 
tended the services. Cardinal Ram 
polla, 
formerly 
papal 
secretary 
oi 
state, was among those present 
He 
took part in the service in the choir 
chapel. 
The last m a ss‘had just been 
concluded 
when 
the 
explosion 
oc* 
curred ,and only one canon, who had 
not quite finished, remained at the al­ 
tar of St. Petronilla. This altar is at 
the end of the right aisle, and it was 
near here that the bomb had been 
placed. As the canon turned to bless 
the communicants there was a tre­ 
mendous roar, which echoed through 
the lofty arches of the immense dome 
like a thunder clap. At the same time 
a dense smoke spread throughout this 
portion of the basilica and a strong 
odor of gunpowder filled the air. Com 
fusion and panic at once seized the 
people. The canon at the, altar tried 
to stem the tide of fear. He shouted 
out: “Do not be afraid; it is nothing, 
merely the noonday gun.” His words, 
however, had little effect They were 
refuted by the smoke and tho pungent 
smell of powder, and the people contin­ 
ued their headlong flight Chairs were 
overthrown, 
making 
the 
confusion 
more serious. Men and women fled, 
stumbling 
in 
all 
directions, 
the 
screams of children and cries of an­ 
guish were heard on all sides, and 
for a few moments it seemed as if 
nothing could obviate a grave disas­ 
ter. 
The vast size of the church, how­ 
ever, gave room for the crowd to scat­ 
ter, and at the end of a few moments 
the people were surging toward the 
doors, excited and nervous, but or­ 
derly. 


As soon as the smoke cleared away 
a hasty examination showed that no­ 
body had been hurt In the crush, and 
furthermore, that no one had been 
wounded by the explosion. 
Calm was 
gradually restored and people returned 
to view the extent of the damage. - 
Was Placed Under Scaffolding. 


It was discovered that the bomb had 
been placed under a scaffolding which 
had been erected to facilitate repairs to 
the roof exactly over the celebrated 
tomb of Clement XIII, by Canova, 
which consists of a figure of the pope 
and two lions, and which is the most 
remarkable piece of sculpture in tho 
basilica. When tho first gendarmes 
reached the spot the scaffolding was 
found to be smouldering, but this fire 
w?.s easily 
extinguished. 
The tomh 
was found to be absolutely uninjured, 
and even the pavement shows scarcely 
any signs of the explosion. An exami­ 
nation of the remains of the bomb 
leads to the supposition, unless it was 
crudely prepared on purpose to mis­ 
lead, that it was manufactured in the 
country and brought into Rome. 
It is 
believed that the bomb had a very Jong 
fuse, in order to enable the criminal 
to gain the piazza before the explosion. 
It has been impossible to trace him, 
and no one has any recollection of see­ 
ing a man, who, by his movements, 
might have aroused suspicion. 


Pope Heard Explosion. 


The pope was engaged in his regular 
noon-hour devotions when the bomb 
went off. 
He heard a muffled sound 
which surprised, but did not alarm him. 
Monsignor Misciatelli, sub-prefect of 
the apostallic palaces, and Monsignor

She retired to the hall, but at once 
re-entered the office, and immediately 
afterwards the 50 women employes in 
an adjoining workroom were startled 
by the report of three shots in quick 
succession. 
The first bullet passed 
through a glass partition and between 
two models; the second struck Simon 
in the neck, while the third imbedded 
itself in the ceiling.

STEAMER SUNK; 
42 DROWNED 


Seattle, Wash,, Nov, 20.—Forty-two 
lives were lost in the disaster off Alki 
Point, when the little steamer Dix was 
run down by tho Alaskan liner Jeanie. 
Thirty-seven of the 79 passengers on 
the Dix were rescued. Of the five fe­ 
male passengers on tho Dix the only 
one to escape was Alice Simpson, a 15- 
year-old girl. She is believed to be tho 
only person who escaped from the main 
dock of tho steamer, where more than 
half of tho Dix’s passengers were shut 
in when the fatal crash came. 
She 
could not swim, but her clothing kept 
her afloat until she was pulled aboard 
one of the lifeboats lowered by the 
steamship Jeanie. 


It is believed that the 37 passengers 
who were rescued Included every per­ 
son who was on tho open deck of the 
Dix when the little craft plunged down 
stern foremost into 100 fathoms of wa­ 
ter. It is doubtful whether she can bo 
raised. 


The Jeanie was backing when she 
collided with tho Dix and the impact 
was very slight. 
The Dix was struck 
abaft of amidships on the starboard 
side. She listed heavily to port for a 
brief period, righted herself, then sank 
stern first There was hardly time to 
launch life rafts or boats beforo she was 
almost entirely submerged* Passengers 
jumped from the decks into the water; 
women screamed and officers and men 
oalled orders 
that could 
hardly be 
heard above the din. 
The passengers 
from the Dix who could swim made 
their way to the sides of the Jeanie and 
were dragged abgard. 


When the Dix started to sink, stern 
first, passengers and members of the 
crew leaped into the sound. Some of 
the passengers 
huddled together in 
groups on the deck, while others knelt 
in prayer. 


The women, who had little chance for 
their lives, stayed with the sinking 
steamer and were drowned as in a 
trap. 


All the members of the crew, save 
Captain Lermond, who happened to be 
above in his fare collecting round, and 
a deck hand, went down with their 
steamer. So far as known every one 
who managed to get free i>om the 
wreck was saved. 


Immediately after the Jeanie brought 
the story of the collision to Seattle 
the tugs Bahada and Tyee, the passen­ 
ger steamer Florence K. and the Jeanie 
wore ordered out to cruise about tho 
sound for floating bodies. One by one 
the boats have put back, without hav­ 
ing found any one. The tide was ebbing 
when 
the 
collision 
occurred, and il 
there were any bodies at the surface 
they have probably been swept far 
down the sound. The others are likely 
buried with the Dix, 300 fathoms below 
the water’s surface.

SQUARE NUMBERS. 


Every boy knows that a square 


number is a number produced b> the 
multiplication of any number by it- 
self. Thus 7 multiplied itself gives 
49 as a result; 49 consequently is a 
square number, 7 being termed the 
square root from which it springs. 
In high numbers the extraction of 
the square root Is an affair of time 
and trouble, and after all the neces- 
sary calculations have been made it 
may perhaps be found that the num- 
ber is not a square number. This 
unnecessary trouble may be saved If 
the following instructions 
are re- 


membered: 
Every square number 


ends with one of the figures 1, 4, 5, 
6 or 9, or with two ciphers preceded 
by one or other of these figure*. 
Again, every square number is equal* 
ly divisible by 4, or when divided by 
4 will have a remainder of 1. Thus, 
as shown above.the square of 7 is 49, 
which divided by 4 gives us a quo- 
tient 12 and 1 over; 64 again ia a 
square number, aad it is actually di- 
visible by 4.

The principal point in preparing a 
kite, and the one that shows skill in 
the maker Is the arrangement of the 
string and the tall.

SQUARE NUMBJSRS. 


Every boy knows 
that 
a 
square 
number is a number produced by the 
multiplication of any number by It-

Thus 7 multiplied itself gives 
49 as a result; 49 consequently is a 
square number, 7 being termed the 
square root from which it springs. 
In high numbers the extraction of 
the square root is an affair of time 
and trouble, and after all the neces- 
sary calculations have been made it 
may perhaps be found that the num- 
ber is not a square number.

Every square

Again, every square number Is equal- 
ly divisible by 4, or when divided by 
4 will have a remainder of 1, 
Thua, 
as shown above,the square of 7 is 49, 
which divided by 
4 gives us a

tient 12 and 1 over; 64 again is a 
square number, and it is actually di- 
visible by 4.

KITE-FLYING. 


The principal point in preparing a 
kite, and the one that shows skill in 
the maker is the arrangement of the | Magazine, 
string and the tail. 
But, first, about 
the making of it. 
A very pretty one 
may be made like that in the illus­ 
tration, which is after a Japanese 
model, by taking the thin strips of 
bamboo that are found in Japanese 
fans and arranging them as shown 
and then covering them with tissue 
paper. 


Several short strings should be 
tied to the frame, and these should 
be united by a knot, to which the 
string of the kite is afterward fas­ 
tened. 
The knot must be so placed 
that when you lift the kite by it, be­ 
fore the tail has been attached, the 
kite should hang with its sides per­ 
fectly even, and the point where the 
tail is to be attached should fall 
slightly lower than the top.

proper flying of the kite depends on

SQUARE NUMBERS. 


Every boy knows that a square 
number is a number produced by the 
multiplication of any number by it­ 
self. 
Thus 7 multiplied itself gives 
4 9 as a result; 49 consequently is a 
square number, 7 being termed the 
square root from which it Bprings. 
In high numbers the extraction of 
the square root is an affair of time 
and trouble, and after all the neces­ 
sary calculations have been made it 
may perhaps be found that the num­ 
ber is not a square number. 
Thi» 
unnecessary trouble may be saved if 
the following instructions 
are 
re­ 
membered: 
Every square number 
ends with one of tho figures 1, 4, 6, 
C or 9, or with two ciphers preceded 
by one or other of these figure». 
Again, every square number is equal­ 
ly divisible by 4, or when divided by 
4 will have a remainder of 1. Thu», 
as shown above,the square of 7 is 49, 
which divided by 4 gives us a quo­ 
tient 12 and 1 over; 64 again is a 
square number, and it is actually di­ 
visible by 4. 


High Collars and Headaches. 


That high collars tend to produce 
nervous headaches among men and 
women is the most recent discovery 
of a well-known Viennese physician.

Scientific Slaughter-Houses. 


Paris, with her genius for organi- 


zation, probably leads the world in 
her scientifically conducted slaughter- 
houses. Almost perfect precautions 
for public safety are taken by means 
of the rigorous inspection of the meat 
by the police. 
There are two Im- 


mense municipal abattoirs and the 
charge for slaughtering, known as 
the "slaughter-house tax." is two 
francs per hundred kilograms, or 
alout $4.22 per ten, which the city 
sets aside -o defray the cost of main- 
taining and repairing the abattoirs. 
In round numbers the "city receives 
$760,000 a year. 
• The cattle market and the slaugh- 
ter-houses occupy over 100 acres. 
The market consists of a branch line 
connecting with the railways running 
into Paris, stables, fountains, three 
large covered market buildings, and 
the cattle pens. "The inspection of 
live stock Is carried out with great 
thoroughness by a large staff of vet- 
erinary surgeons, or their assistants, 
attached to the prefecture of police," 
says E'rederic Lees in the London

COLOR MATCHING. 


The absence of anything like a 
color nomenclature is a matter that 
has embarrassed the decorator, weav- 
er, and those of similar callings for 
a long time, but this will, to a great 
extent, be overcome by the introduc- 
tion of a tint-finding machine, which 
has been i*ecently brought into this 
country from England. 
It was orig- 
inally designed tor the use of the 
dyer and weaver, but this particular 
machine was discovered in London 
,by a New York dressmaker, 
who 
4 
recognized that the device would be 
of great value to him in the selection 
of pleasing combinations of colors to 
J)© used in the design of women's 
gowns. 
It will bo particularly avail- 
able also, for the decorator; in fact, 
the possibilities in this direction seem 
to be greater than in any other. 


The nomenclature of color being 
.without any recognized standard, the 
satisfactory arrival at any conclusion 
between the decorator and the patron 
as to a suitable color scheme for the 
.decoration of a room or house has 
J)een a difiicult matter. 
It was to be 
done only by the use of samples, so 
that it was necessary for the decora- 
tor to keep himself supplied with an 
endless number of cuttings for this 
purpose. 
These materials being very 
expensive, the line of'necessary sam- 
ples has been a matter of some con- 
sideration. 
This can be arrived at in 
the future by the use of the machine, 
with much more facility than hereto- 
fore. 


The device consists of a circular 
frame mounted on a suitable base, 
and fitted with five smaller circles, 
one within the other. 
The latter are 
each marked out with different col- 
ors and their shades and tints, and 
each fitted with a projecting arm, 
by which the disk may be made to 
revolve in either direction. 
T^ie vari- 
ous colors may thus be brought into 
any relationship with each other. 


In order that accurate records may 
be made of the different combinations 
which it may be desired to make use 
of, numbered divisions are provided 
around the outer circle and each arm 
is lettered. 
To isolate any series of 
colors chosen, a cover is provided, 
which has a slot. 
When the cover is 
over the apparatus only one series is 
shown at a time. The jnachine shows 
140 colors, which covers the range 
generally made use of by upholster- 
ers 
and 
decorators.—Philadelphia 
North American.

COLOR MATCHING. 


The absence of anything like a 
color nomenclature is a matter that 
has embarrassed the decorator, weav­ 
er, and those of similar callings for 
a long time, but this will, to a great 
extent, be overcome by the introduc­ 
tion of a tint-finding machine, which 
has been recently brought into this 
country from England. 
It was orig­ 
inally designed for the use of the 
dyer and weaver, but this particular 
machine was discovered In London 
,by a New York dressmaker, who 
recognized that the device would be 
of great value to him in the selection 
of pleasing combinations of colors to 
be used in the design of women’s 
gowns. 
It will bo particularly avail­ 
able also, for the decorator; in fact, 
the possibilities in this direction seem 
to be greater than in any other. 


The nomenclature of color being 
.without any recognized standard, the 
satisfactory arrival at any conclusion 
between the decorator and the patron 
as to a suitable color scheme for the 
.decoration of a room or house has 
been a difficult matter. 
It was to be 
done only by the use of samples, so 
that it was necessary for the decora­ 
tor to keep himself supplied with an 
endless number of cuttings for this 
purpose. 
These materials being very 
expensive, the line of necessary sam­ 
ples has been a matter of some con­ 
sideration. 
This can be arrived at in 
the future by the use of the machine, 
with much more facility than hereto­ 
fore. 


The device consists of a circular 
frame mounted on a suitable base, 
and fitted with five smaller circles, 
one within the other.

Paris, with her genius for organi­ 
sation, probably leads the world in 
her scientifically conducted slaughter­ 
houses.

According to Prof. Minnot, of Paris 
sleep may be defined as a sort of in­ 
toxication caused by carbonic acid. 
Experimenting with animals that hib­ 
ernate in winter, such as tho mar­ 
mot, for Instance, Prof. Munot has 
found that during the progress of 
hibernation there is an accumulation 
of carbolic acid in the blood of tho 
unconscious 
animal. 
Further study 
has convinced him that the “wintor 
sleep” of hibernating animals does 
not differ, as far as its causes are con­ 
cerned, 
from 
the 
ordinary 
sleep 
which, for shorter periods, lulls the 
senses and restores the strength of 
all animals, including man.—Philadel­ 
phia Record.

Jan. 25.—lidgar Smith, 
a cigarmaker of McSherrystown, commit- 
ted suicide We<lnesday, at 8:45 p. m.. by 
cutting his throat at his home on Main 
street 
He was ageil about 34 years. 
His 
wife stated that at the time mentioned her 
husband, who was in his usual health, 
walked to the ¡back porch of his home; 
shortly after, she having occasion to visit 
the back porch, she found him in a kneel- 
ing i>osture, with a great gash in his 
throat, and a pool of blood almost cover- 
ing the porch. 
He was alive, but unable 
to speak. 
A messenger was hastily dis- 
patched for Dr. Geo, L, Rice, and the 
Rev. Father Hygen, of St. Mary's Church» 
was summoned. 
Father Hygen arrived 
in a few minutes, and admmistered the 
last rites of the church. 
Dr. Rice appear- 
ed in about ten minutes, but a few mo- 
menta previous Mr. Smith had expired. 
In the suicide, Mr. Smith employed a 
small Arbuckle razor, which was found 
lyi;^e on the porch beside him. 
The sui- 
cide was most determined as Dr. Rice 
states that he made at least four slashes 
with the razor, severing the carotid artery 
and windpipe back to the bones. 


Mr. Smith at one time was an energetic 
and trustworthy young business man at 
Mt. Rock, where he conducted a general 
store for about nine years, also serving as 
postmaster. 
Three years ago ho sold the 
business to Frank Wagaman and moved 
to McSherrystown, 
The business revers- 
es which culminated in the tragic death 
of the young man are directly traceable to 
habits of intemperance. 


Mr. Smith was married nine years ago 
to a daughter of Edward Colgan, of near 
Lilly's mill, 
Mrs Smith was prostrated 
by the shock and is under the care of a 
physician, 
Mr. Smith was a son of J. Et 
Smith, Esq., of Mt. Rock, and is survived 
by his wife, his mother and two half- 
brothers—T, I. Smith, of Hanover, and 
Gregory Smith, of McSherrystown. 


Larg:e Barn Burned, 


A disastrous fire occurred Thursday 
night about 9 o'clock on the farm of Mr, 
0. F. Aspers near Bermudian church. 
The entire family had gone to bed and 
were aroused by the glare of the lire and 
crackling of the flames and were amazed 
upon looking out of the window to find 
the large barn ablaze. 
They hurried to

The pirates hoarded the Sainam 


at one of her ports as call passen- 
gers. It developed later that each 
was armed with a modern revolver 
and well supplied with ammunition. 
The pirates distributed themselves 
about the vessel and when the time 
came made short work of the Sai- 
nain's crew. Captain Joscelyn, mas- 
ter of the vessel, was wounded and 
escaped further harm by dropping to 
the deck and pretending to be dead. 
The mates were killed and some 
members of the Chinese crew who 
offered resistance were 
murdered. 


The chief engineer escaped by crawl- 
ing under the boiler, where he was 
so badly burned that he was in the 
hospital at Hongkong for many days 
afterward. 
Dr. McDonald, who was 


a passenger, remonstrated with the 
pirates and was shot through the 
head, dying instantly. 


When everybody belonging to the 


steamer had been murdered or ren- 
dered hors du combat the Chinese 
hoisted a signal, in response to which 
a large junk came alongside.

this junk the pirates loaded every- 
thing on the Sainam that was loose 
or could be detached. They stripped 
the cabin.even to the carpet, and re- 
moved every bit of coal from the 
steamer's bunkers.

whatever the pirates deemed worth 
while.

Slavery has been almost rooted out 
of Africa, but the Arabs remain slave 
traders at hoart, and there is more 
buying and selling even in this year 
of grace than most people imagine. 


Many of Morocco’s crumbling cities 
owe their wallrf .and battlements to 
the unremitting labor of Christian 
slaves. 
There are men still living 
and working who can remember the 
days when slaves were openly bought 
and sold in all Morocco’s coast towns. 


Thank« chiefly to the intercession 
of Quo°n Victoria, this traffic was 
stopped in the latter part of the last 
century, and to-day the slave markets 
of Morocco are held either in the 
great* capital cities or at some of the 
big country fairs. 
In Marrakesh, the 
Sultan’s southern capital, you can 
count slaves by the hundred; 
and 
during tho two hours of the daily 
sale the transactions include scores 
of human beings. 


1 may also mention a fact that is 
perhaps quite unknown in this coun­ 
try, 
and 
seems 
to be 
a jealously 
guarded secret in Morocco. 
It is that 
there are white women slaves in sev­ 
eral parts* of the country--not Cir­ 
cassians, but seemingly women from 
western Europe!

Such are his appeals, delivered 
slowly, i-olemnly and with a certain 
measure of dignified gesture; and to 
one and all of them the dilals, on 
either hand, and the buyers, sitting 
at their ease along the central arcade 
or by the walls, respond with a pious 
"Amen.” 
They hold it is no more 
than a seemly thing that business 
should commence with prayer, and 
the fact that the business happens to 
be buying and selling slaves does 
nothing to obviate the necessity. 


Prayers over, th° dilals break up 
and proceed each.to his pen, or pens, 
to summon the occupants to range 
themselves in line. 
For a few mo­ 
ments the confusion is indescribable. 
The dilals rush hither and thither, ar­ 
ranging 
their 
human 
chattels 
in 
groups. 
Then, having placed them­ 
selves at the head of their respective 
groups, 
they 
promenade 
slowly 
around the market. 


We cannot watch them all, so we 
select an average one, containing a 
boy and a girl, brother and sister, 
who have been brought in by a car­ 
avan, and are facing a slave market 
for the first time in their lives. 
Be­ 
side them are two vigorous men, two 
able women, two young children and 
a very old and very black man. 


There is no sign of great excite­ 
ment or unrest among the slaves. 
Only the boy and girl, w'lio are al­ 
ready grown up, seem to feel their 
position acutely.

There had been no hesitation about 
reply, but at the very last moment, 
when the sale was completed, the 
woman raised her voice and cried 
aloud that she was of the true faith 
and had been stolen. 


Instantly there was an outcry, and 
the concern of the auctioneer was 
very genuine, indeed.

hardly have made it otherwise, here 
was a scandal of some dimensions, 
for it is no small matter, even in Mo- 
iocco, to sell a tree Moslem womrn 
into slavery.

Tho Incorrigible Disciplcs of Captain 
Kidd on West River. 


Lieutenant W. R. Henderson, of 
tho United States Navy, who arrived 
here last evening on the army trans­ 
port Thomas, has been chasing pi­ 
rates in Asiatic waters. 
He was in 
command of the gunboat Callao, sta­ 
tioned in the West River, and brings 
with him from the Orient a whole­ 
some respect for the Chinese pirate. 


On July 13 
Chinese pirates 
at­ 
tacked the British steamer Sainam 
on the W est River, about 150 miles 
from Hongkong. 
Among those killed 
was Dr. McDonald, a British medical 
missionary. 


Lieutenant 
Henderson 
chased 
those pirates with the Callao. 
He 
was on board the Sainam soon after 
the attack and says that the meth­ 
ods in that case are typical of the up 
to date pigtailed pirate. 


The pirates boarded the Sainam 
at one of her ports as call passen­ 
gers. 
It developed later that each 
was armed with a modern revolver 
and well supplied with ammunition. 
The pirates distributed themselves 
about the vessel and when the time 
came made short work of the Sai- 
nam’s crew. 
Captain Joscelyn, mas­ 
ter of the vessel, was wounded and 
escaped further harm by dropping to 
the deck and pretending to be dead. 
The mates were killed 
and 
some 
members of the Chinese crew who 
offered resistance 
were 
murdered. 
The chief engineer escaped by crawl­ 
ing under the boiler, where he was 
so badly burned that he was in the 
hospital at Hongkong for many days 
afterward. 
Dr. McDonald, who was 
a passenger, remonstrated with the 
pirates and was shot through the 
head, dying instantly. 


When everybody belonging to the 
steamer had been murdered or ren­ 
dered hors du combat the Chinese 
hoisted a signal, in response to which 
a large junk came alongside. 
Into 
this junk the pirates loaded every­ 
thing on the Sainam that was loose 
or could be detached. 
They stripped 
the cabin,even to the carpet, and re­ 
moved every bit of coal from the 
steamer’s bunkers. 
All the brass 
work that could be unscrewed or 
broken off was taken, and even the 
dead and wounded were robbed 
of 
whatever the pirates deemed worth 
while, 


“We found that junk a few days 
later,” said Lieutenant Henderson. 
“There were three old Chinamen on 
board, 
They knew nothing, 
Tho 
junk had been moored there, they 
said, for months and months. 
It wag 
always there. 
We searched the craft, 
but found nothing and did not ex­ 
pect to. 


“It is hard to believe it in these 
days, but there, on the West River, 
piracy is flourishing as it never did 
on the Spanish Main. 
These Chinese 
pirates are wonders. 
They will steal 
anything, but manage to get away 
with a vast amount of valuable prop­ 
erty every month, 


“ We patrol the river in the Callao 
constantly and the British have a 
gunboat on the same service, but the 
pirates 
are 
the only 
ones 
whose 
watchfulness is rewarded. 


“Once in a while the Chinese Gov­ 
ernment, after an unusually daring 
attack, will proclaim the arrest and 
execution of a pirate. 
As a matter 
of course, however, these occasional 
sacrifices to the demands of the Pow­ 
ers for assistance in suppressing pi­ 
racy are ancient Chinese who would 
soon die anyhow, or natives whose 
absence from the earth is desirable 
to the viceroy.”— San Francisco Call.

handled socket wrench so constructed 
that the torsion exerted is registered 
by a dial and pointer at the middle of 
the handle.

J . 
E. 
Thornycroft, 
an 
English 
authority on engineering, in review­ 
ing recent attempts to adapt the in­ 
ternal combustion engine to marine 
use, says that this adaptation may 
now be regarded as an accomplished 
fact. 
Trials made between Hamburg 
and Kiel with a motor of seventy 
horse-power, showed that the gas- 
propelled boat consumed 530 pounds 
of anthracite, as against 1820 pounds 
of steam coal consumed by a steam­ 
boat of practically the same dimen* 
sions and making the same speed. 
Gas-engines 
of from 
500 to 
1000 
horse-power for marine use are now 
being constructed in England, and 
Mr. Thorncroft expects to see such 
engines installed in large sea-going 
vessels. 


Professor John Trowbridge has de* 
veloped in his laboratory a telephone 
relay based on a new principle, and 
avoiding, it is said,* the difficulties 
hitherto encountered in applying a 
relay to amplify the signals on long­ 
distance lines. The disturbing sounds 
usually introduced by amplifying de­ 
vices are avoided by placing the mov­ 
ing part of the receiver in a balanced 
magneitc field, and keeping the cen­ 
tre of the diaphragm of this part of 
the Instrument free from pressure. 
The movements of the outer edge 
only are used to transmit the vibra­ 
tions 
to the 
microphone, and 
the 
transmission 
is

through 
metal instead of through air. 
The 
metal transmitter, .?* thus applied, is 
a nbw* idea. 


A Gold and Steel Engine* 


A watchmaker of Ontario has made 
a remarkable working model of an 
engine. 
It weighs only four grains, 
and Is made of gold and steel. 
It 
would take almost 120 of these mi­ 
croscopic engines to weigh an ounce, 
while 1920 would be required to 
w eigi a pound, and 3,840,000 to 
weigh a ton. 
The speed and horse 
power of this little model have been 
estimated by Professor Chant, of the 
University of 
Toronto. 
It 
makes 
6000 revolutions per minute, and its 
working power is 1-498000 of a horse 
power. 
The bore of its cylinder is 
3-100 of an inch in diameter, and the 
length of its stroke 1-32 of an inch, 
Truly a wonderful little engine.—< 
London Globe,

tieth anniversary of his professor­ 
ship at the Broca Hospital.

the presence of M. Clemenceau, who 
had won real distinction in medi­ 
cine before proceeding to begin the 
acquisition of eminence, first in jour­ 
nalism and then in politics.

sented to him a “golden book” 
o|

MANUEL GARCIA. 


Ibe Man Who Died at the Age of 


Oae Hmadred a»d O»r. 


Honors were never bis, as they 


ought to hare been. He was not dec- 
orated by every medical society ia^ 
the world, and busts of bita adorn uq. 
surgeries. To many persons his fame 
m-as merely that of a centenarian; to 
oibers, the fact that he was Mali- 
brau's brother was his title to con- 
sideration. 
But doctors know wiuxt 


they owe to him, and musicians know j 
that he was a great artist and a great 
teacher—the Porpora of the nine- 
teenth century—and the brother not 
only of Malibran, but df Paline Viar- 
dot, 
who still lives in Paris and 


whose genius was not inferior to that 
of her sister. 
Music he inherited 


from his father; also a singular firm- 
cess of character. Malibran told how 
this inexorable father bade her learn 
an operniic role in two days and siug 
it at the opera. 
"I cannot do it, fa- 


ther." 
"You will do it, my daugh- 


ter, and if you fail in any way I shall 
really strike you with my dagger 
wnpn I am supposed to kill you on. 
the stage!" "He would have done it, 
too," said Malibran; "so I played the 
part." 


Born in 1S05 at Zafra, Catalonia. 


Garcia retained to the last the mem- 
ory of the dark hour during the Pesi- 
lusular War when, as an infant he 
was hurried away in the arms of his 
terrified mother to a place of safety. 


From his earliest years it was 


hoped that Manuel Garcia would de- 
vote himself to music, but, as it hap- 
pened, he showed a predilection for 
anatomy. This was the first subject 
that he studied seriously, and it was j 
to his exhaustive investigation of the 
throats of animals and birds which 
he conducted as a young man that we 
owe the discovery of the laryngo- 
scope. 


Acknowledged the first master of 


singing of his age. he had under his 
guidance many who became famous 
Immediately. 
In facr, he had the 


distinction of producing r. far greater 
number of distinguished vocalists 
than any other teacher, irrespective 
of nationality. 
Physically he was 


not robust, and one marvels at the 
age to which he attained. He sprang, 
however, from a stock which enjoyed 
remarkable longevity, and he lived 
a regular and simple, though exceed- 
ingly industrious life. 
His activity, 


even when he was a centenarian, was 
amazing. Rising fairly early, he gen- 
erally went for a short walk of a 
morning, and occasionally he would 
visit a theatre, whilst he sought in- 
tellectual recreation in a game of 
chess. He retained to a wonderful 
degree his mental faculties. 
Until 


the last he manifested the keenest 
interest in affairs of the day, not ex- 
cluding politics. 


A correspondent writes: "As a for- 


mer pupil of Manuel Garcia, I shall 
ever retain a vivid recollection of 
his wonderfully energetic personal- 
ity. 
I well remember how, at the 


age of ninety-five, Senor Garcia 
would come actually tripping into 
the music room at his peaceful re- 
treat at Brondesbury, and with what 
vivacity and verve he would strike f 
the chords on the piano to accom- 
pany the vocal efforts of his pupil. 


•'He told me once that throughout 


his career he had very rarely failed 
in reading from the eyes of an in- 
tending pupil the prophecy as to his 
or her future success in the profes- 
sion of music. He disliked, he said, 
to be associated with failures, and 
the moment he found he had made a 
mistake in Ms estimate of a pupil's 
capacities he at once disillusioned 
him and declined to continue his 
training. 


"Jenny land was his favorite pu- 


pil. 
Once at the conclusion of my 


lesson he grew quite enthusiastic at 
the reminiscences of the 'Swedish 
Nightingale,' and remarked, 'The an- 
gelic choir, which, I am sure, bearing 
in mind her nobility of character, she 
must have been permitted to join, is 
glorified by having her in its midst. 
Such women, such angels as my 
Jenny, are no longer born. 
"We are 


not worthy of them.' 


"His mannerisms while playing ac- 


companiments were quite character- 
istic of the man. 
Fairly leaping in 


the air from his piano stool (this at 
the age of ninety-five), he would ex- 
citedly express his annoyance at any 
wrong trick of the pupils' vocaliza- 
tion, or with a sudden jerk snatch up 
the metronome, set it to time, and 
for a space perhaps of ten minutes 
compel a singer to go on counting 
mentally in unison with the rhythmic 
movements of the guiding instru- 
ment, chuckling with delight when 
at last the time difficulty had been 
mastered. 


"When he was past his century I 


once met Senor Garcia walking with 
brisk steps down the Highroad, Kil- 
burn, criticising on the way the mo- 
tor omnibuses, • to which he did not 
take kindly."—London. Tribune.

MURDER IN FIRST DEGREE 


Is the Verdict of the Jury in the 
Case of Wm Eylcr. 


The empaneling of the jury in tho Eyler 
murder trial w\as complote<l Tuesday at 
2:30 p. m., tho following being tho twelve 
men selectod : 


Clinton Broam, T}Tone; Tcicr Gonker, 
Littlestown ; Peter Sentz, j\It. Joy ; E. E. 
Jacobs, Cuml)erland ; Harry Serf and Cal- 
vin Fohl, East Berlin ; Lewis McCaddon 
Augustus Stough, Straban ; George l^ssel, 
Reading; AVebster Hall, Highland ; D. R. 
Musselman, Fairfield, and W. V. Sneer- 
inger, Germany. 


The oath having been administered to 
tho twelve men, thoy took their seats in 
the jury box and the fight for a life was 
begun. 


Tho operning addre^ss for the prosecu- 
tion was made by District Attorney John 
D. Keith, who outlined the line of argu- 
ment which the Commonwealth would 
pursue in proving tho defendont guilty of 
murder. 


The first witness called was Dr. Harry 
M. Hartman, of Gettysburg, who attend- 
ed Miller after the fatal blow had been 
struck by Eyler, 
The young physician 
testified as an expert, and in his te^itimo- 
ny he stated that the death of Miller M'as 
caused by a compound fracture of the 
skull, as the result of a blow from a dull 
instrument. 


District Attorney Keith produced tho 
pump handle and umbrella, and the wit-» 
ness acknowledged that they were similar 
to the weapons uped by Eyler. 
He then 
showed to the jury how the blows were 
struck and how the handle was concealed 
in the folds of an umbrella. 
Tho differ- 
ent witnesses testified as to how Eyler 
broke off the pump handle and how he 
entered the hotel and struck down the 
unfortunate victim. 


The examination of the large number 
of witnesses who were in thecoridor and 
bar-room of the Globe Hotel on the after- 
noon of Memorial Day, was completed 
Thursday at 11:30 a. m., whereupon court 
adjourned until 1:30 p. m., when the de- 
fense was begun by William F. Hersh, 
counsel for the accused man. 


To substantiate the testimony of Dr. H. 
M. Hartman, as to the cause of the death 
of Eyler's victim, Miller, former coroner 
Dr. Henry Stewart, of Gettysburg, Dr. 
Charies A. Keagy, of Pleasant Hill, and 
Dr. Linderman, of Bonneauville, were 
called, the four doctors having examined 
the wounds on Miller's head. 


The evidence was conclusive that Miller 
came to his death by a severe blow on the 
head, which caused concussion of the 
brain and cerebral hemmorrhage. 
The 
fracture, Dr. Hartman stated, came as the 
result of *'a heavy direct blow.*' 


William F. Hersh, Esq., began his fight 
for the life of William Eyler Thursday af- 
ternoon, after District Attorney Keith and 
W. C. ^heely, Esq., had closed the case 
for the Commonwealth. 


In opening his side of the case William 
Hersh spoke to the jury of the gravity of 
the case before them and called their at- 
tention to the great responsibility of his 
part and on their part, 
lie distinguished 
between the different degrees of nmrder. 
He said that he was not present to ask 
for no punishment saying he deserved im- 
prisonment. 
He outlined his course of 
defense as partial intoxication, not being 
mentally responsible for the act, and that 
he intended to prove there was no grudge, 
no attempt to take life. Mr. Hersh said 
that he would ask for a verdict of volun- 
tary manslaughter. 


The prisoner's wife was the first witness 
called. She testified to being but sixteen 
years of age having been married about 
two years. 
She said that her husband 
had no power in his right hand. 
She told 
of coming to town with her husband and 
a number of relatives on Decoration Day. 
She said her husband was intoxicated all 
day—as she saw him in that condition 
both before and after the crime was com- 
mitted. 


During the cross-examination by Mr. 
Sheely, the witness became muddled and 
a number of discrepancies in her state- 
ments brought forth- 


Eyler's father was the next witness, 
testified tq having seen his son in an in- 
toxicated condition after they arrived in 
Gettysburg the morning of the crime ; but 
after being on the rack for more than an 
hour, District Attorney Keith brought 
forth a contrary statement that he hadn't 
seen his son at all after they reached Get- 
tysburg. 


Alice Eyler, sii^ter of the accused, gave 
the same evidence as the other meinljers 
pf the family, and under the rapid-fire of 
cross questions by the prosecuting attor- 
neys broke down in tears. 


Following this were a number of other 
witnesses v/ho testified that Eyler had 
been drinking and was intoxicated, 


A large nuniber of residents of Emmits- 
burg and vicinity were called and testified 
as to Eyler's character previous to the 
murder. 
All claimed that the accused 
was of good character, peaceable and 
liarmless. 


The trial was continued until 3:30 p. m, 
Saturday, when Judge Swope dismissed 
the witnesses until 10:30 a. m, Monday, 


The court gave directions to the jury- 
m e n ^ to their conduct over Sunday as 
follows: They should be careful not to 
speak to anyone, not to listen to argu 
ments bearing on the case ; also that they 
strictly avoid reading rejxjrte of the trial 
in any newspajxirs, Tliat they stay to- 
gether under the guidance of the ti|jstaff, 
until the reconvening of court Monda} 
morning, 


Saturday afternoon was taken up witl 
the recalling of witneabes by the proeecu 


tion in rebuttal, to prove the condition of 
Eyler at the time of the crime. 


At Monday morning's session tho ex- 
amination of witnospovs in rebuttal by tho 
Commonwealth was concluded, to prove 
that Eyler was sobor and not drunk when 
the crinic was committed. 


On an overture made by attx^rnoy Hersh, 
Judge Swope allowed the evidence that 
the prisoner was intoxicated during his 
flight to Emmitsburg, after tho commis- 
sion of the orimo. 


Tho attorneys for tho proscoution then 
asked tho court to accept as cvidonco tho 
testimony of a number of witnesses who 
saw Eyler on his way out of town that 
day and who dcclare that the prisoner 
was not intoxicated. 


At the conclusion of the pleas by the 
counsel, Tuesday afternoon, Judge Swope 
delivered his charge to the jury, impiw^s- 
ing tho twelve men with the different de- 
grees'of murder and what constitutes the 
evidence m each degree. 


The case wai« given to tho jury at G:30 
o'clock on Tuesday evening, and after a 
deliberation of about two houi-s returned 
with a vcrdict of murder in the first de- 
gree. A motion for a now trial was im- 
mediately asked for by Attorney Hersh 
for the defense. 


Automobilist Arrested, 


Last Tuesday Constable Martin Heltzel 
of this place, arrested Tliomas A. flyers 
residing near York, on a warrant issued 
by Squire R. M. Straloy, on information 
made by Henry M. Ilanr of Hamilton

Raising Crops by Electricity. 


By spreading currents from a statis­ 
tical electrical machine over a plot of 
growing carrots Professor Lemstroem 
of Helsingfors, according to B. Tolks- 
dorf in the Leipsic lllustrirte Zeitung, 
has increased the yield by 39 per cent 
during the first year and 90 per cent 
in succeeding years, as compared with 
similar plots not electrically treated.

MANUEL GARCIA. 


The Man Who Died a t the Age of 
One Hundred and One. 


Honors were never his, as they 
ought to have been. 
He w?as not dec­ 
orated by every medical society in# 
the world, and busts of him adorn m\ 
surgeries. To many persons his fame 
was merely that of a centenarian: to 
others, the fact that he was Mali- 
bran’s brother was his title to con­ 
sideration. 
But doctors know what 
they owe to him, and musicians know 
that he was a great artist and a groat 
teacher— the Porpora of the nine­ 
teenth century— and the brother not 
only of Malibran, but c5f Paline Viar- 
dot, who still lives in 
Paris 
and 
wfhose genius w?as not inferior to that 
of her sister. 
Music he inherited 
from his father; also a singular firm­ 
ness of character, Malibran told how 
this inexorable father bade her learn 
an operatic role in two days and sing 
it at the opera. 
“I cannot do it, fa­ 
ther.” 
“You will do it, my daugh­ 
ter, and if you fail in any way I shall 
really strike you with my dagger 
wrhpn I am supposed to kill you on 
the stage!” 
“ He would have done it, 
too,” said Malibran; *‘so I played the 
part.” 


Born in 1S05 at Zafra, Catalonia, 
Garcia retained to the last the mem­ 
ory of the dark hour during the Pen­ 
insular War when, as an infant he 
was hurried away in tho arms of his 
terrified mother to a place of safety. 


From his earliest years it 
was 
hoped that Manuel Garcia would de­ 
vote himself to music, but, as it hap­ 
pened, he showed a predilection for 
anatomy. 
This wfas the first subject 
that he studied seriously, and it was 
to his exhaustive investigation of the 
throats of animals and birds which 
he conducted as a young man that >ve 
owe the discovery of the laryngo­ 
scope. 


Acknowledged the first master of 
singing of his age, he had under his 
guidance many who becamo famous 
immediately. 
In fact, he had the 
distinction of producing r far greater 
number 
of distinguished 
vocalists 
than any other teacher, irrespective 
of nationality. 
Physically he was 
not robust, and one marvels at the 
age to which he attained. He sprang, 
however, from a stock which enjoyed 
remarkable longevity, and he lived 
a regular and simple, though exceed­ 
ingly industrious life. 
His activity, 
even when he was a centenarian, was 
amazing. Rising fairly early, he gen­ 
erally went for a short walk of a 
morning, and occasionally he would 
visit a theatre, whilst he sought in­ 
tellectual recreation in a game of 
chess. 
He retained to a wonderful 
degree his mental faculties. 
Until 
the last he manifested the keenest 
interest in affairs of the day, not ex­ 
cluding politics. 


A correspondent writes: “As a for­ 
mer pupil of Manuel Garcia, I shall 
ever retain a vivid recollection of 
his wonderfully energetic personal­ 
ity. 
I wrell remember how, at the 
age 
of 
ninety-five, 
Senor 
Garcia 
would come actually tripping into 
the music room at his peaceful re­ 
treat at Brondesbury, and with wiiat 
vivacity and verve he would strike 
the chords on the piano to accom­ 
pany the vocal efforts of his pupil. 


“He told me once that throughout 
his career he had very rarely failed 
in reading from the eyes of an in­ 
tending pupil the prophecy as to his 
or her future success in the profes­ 
sion of music. 
He disliked, he said, 
to be associated with failures, and 
the moment he found he had made a 
mistake in his estimate of a pupil’s 
capacities he at once disillusioned 
him and declined to continue his 
training. 


“Jenny Lind was his favorite pu­ 
pil. 
Once at the conclusion of my 
lesson he grew quite enthusiastic at 
the reminiscences of the ‘Swedish 
Nightingale/ and remarked, ‘The an­ 
gelic choir, which, I am sure, bearing 
in mind her nobility of character, she 
must have been permitted to join, is 
glorified by having her in its midst. 
Such women, such angels as my 
Jenny, are no longer born. 
We are 
not worthy of them / 


“His mannerisms while playing ac­ 
companiments were quite character­ 
istic of the man. 
Fairly leaping in 
the air from his piano stool (this at 
the age of ninety-five), he would ex­ 
citedly express his annoyance at any 
wrong trick of tho pupils’ vocaliza­ 
tion, or with a sudden jerjt snatch up 
the metronome, set it to time, and 
for a space perhaps of ten minutes 
compel a singer to go on counting 
mentally in unison with the rhythmic 
movements of the guiding instru­ 
ment, chuckling with delight when 
at last the time difficulty had been 
mastered. 


“ When he wras past his century I 
once met Senor Garcia walking with 
brisk steps down the Highroad, Kil- 
burn, criticising on the way the mo­ 
tor omnibuses, to which he did not 
take kindly.”— London Tribune,

Traders.

with the world's ancients. 
In King's 
College, London, there 
has

ited by some to Axiopistus, which 
contains an announcement that, for a 
consideration, "phrases for use on 
friend or foe, when speaking in court 
or in the assembly, on a rascal, a gen- 
tleman, a stranger, a bully, a drunk- 
ard or a boor, may be obtained," 
Since Epicharmus flourished ];otwe8n 
540 and 450 B. C., It will probably 
be news to the "originators" of mod- 
ern advertisement writing to learu 
that the seductive art In which they 
claim 
perfection 
was, 
apparentlyj 
countenanced almost twonty-flve hun- 
dred years ago,—Wall Street Sum- 
luarf* 


Slavery has been almost rooted out 
of Africa, hut the Arabs remain slave 
traders nt heart, and there is more 
buying and selling even in this yoar 
of grace than most people imagine. 


Many of Morocco's crumbling cities 
owe their wall»3 .and battlements to 
the unremitting labor of Christian 
slaves. 
There are men still living 
and Avorking who can remember the 
days when slaves were openly bought 
and sold in all Morocco's coast towns. 


Thanks chiefly to the intercession 
of Quo^n Victoria, this traiflc was 
stopped in the latter part of the last 
century, and to-day the slave markets 
of ^lorocco are held either in the 
grcaf capital cities or at some of the 
big coumry fairs. 
In Marrakesh, the 
Sultan's southern capital, you 
can 
count slaves by the hundred; 
and 
during the two hours of tho daily 
sale the transactions include scores 
of human beings. 


1 may also mention a fact that is 
perhaps quite unknown in this coun- 
try, and 
seems to be 
a jealously 
guarded secret in Morocco. 
It is that 
there are white women slaves in sev- 
eral partí! of the country--not Cir- 
cassians. but seemingly women from 
weslorn Europe! 


When the market is about to begin 
a dozen men file through the en- 
trance. 
They are the auctioneers, the 
dilals, who have been occupied with 
the representative of tho government, 
giving him a list and description of 
all who are to bo offered for sale. 


Auction and Prayer, 


The preliminary work done, they 
ai'e now coming to the serious busi- j 
ness of the afternoon. 
They move 
in a line to a point where there is . 
some shade, and then they turn to- 
ward the east, the sloping sun be- 
hind them. 
The chief 
auctioneer 
now offers up an opening prayer. 


He praises Allah, who made the 
world and gave the true faith. 
He 
curses Satan, who has sought vainly, 
but without ceasing, to destroy man- 
kind. 
He praises the patron saint of 
the city of Marrakesh, and calls upon 
him to intercede with Allah in order 
that all who buy and sell in the slave 
market may have health, prosperity, 
and length of days. 


Such are his appeals, 
delivered 
slowly, solemnly and with a certain 
measure of digniiled gesture; and to 
one and all of them the dilals, on 
either hand, and the buyers, sitting 
at their ease along the central arcade 
or by the walls, resi)ond with a pious 
"Amen." 
They hold it is no more 
than a seemly thing that business 
should commence with prayer, and 
the fact that the business happens to 
be buying and selling slaves does 
nothing to obviate the necessity. 


Prayers over, th^^ dilals break up 
and proceed each.to his pen, or pens, 
to summon the occupants to range 
themselves in line. 
For a few mo- 
ments the confusion is indescribable. 
The dilals rush hither and thither, ar- 
ranging 
their 
human 
chattels 
in 
groups. 
Then, having placed them- 
selves at the head of their respective 
groups, 
they 
promenade 
slowly 
around the market. 


We cannot watch them all, so we 
select an average one, containing* a 
boy and a girl, brother and sister, 
who have been brought in by a car- 
avan, and are facing a slave market 
for the first time in their lives. 
Be- 
side them are two vigorous men, two 
able women, two young children and 
a very old and very black man. 


There is no sign of great excite- 
ment 
or unrest among the 
slaves. 
Only the boy and girl, who are al- 
ready grown up, seem to feel Iheir 
position acutely. 


The children are obviously uncon- 
cerned, and if they take any interest 
at all in the proceedings it is asso- 
ciated with their own bright 
gar- 
ments, which, by the way, have been 
lent to them by the auctioneers in 
charge, in order that they may pre- 
sent a more attractive 
figure. 
When 
they have been purcl-ased their new 
owners must pay for these 
gaudy 
rags or return them. 


As he goes for the first and sccond 
time in a wide circle around the cen- 
tral arcade our auctioneer proclaims 
the raerits of his wares hi general 
termo, and then a purchaser demands 
tno price of the two midcMe-age.l men, 
who sc 
' • to have years of consid- 
erable' activity before them. 
The 
dilal pa-uses and presents the two 
slaves, who reply to various questions 
that the intending purchaser puts to 
them. 


ISargaining, 


The 'lilal himself talks very volu- 
bly, and the result must be satisfac- 
tory, for his patron names a price, 
and the dilal, with a pious 'Traise be 
to Allah, who made the world," gath- 
ers his company around him once 
again, moves off, proclaiming 
that 
the price of the two men is so many 
dollars, and urging the 
assembled 
buyers to do better still. 
Apparent- 
ly they are not inclined to take ad- 
vantage of their chances, for after 
the circle has been completed twice 
more 
the dilal 
pauses ^again 
and 
hands the two slaves over to their 
new master. 


By this time he has a bid for the 
grown boy and girl, and, summoning 
one of his companions to complete 
the jiegotiations and sign the»papers 
relating to the purchase just con- 
cluded, he hurries olí again, extolling 
the merits of Ihe pair he hopes to sell 
next. 
Jn this case there is some 
ehort, sharp competition. 


The price rises by five and even 
ten dollars at a time, and then— 
ominous sign-—there is separate bid- 
ding for the boy and the girl, bidding 
that hints at separation. 
However, 
in the end, a great country kaid, who 
traveled from Tarudant^ secures 


the pair, and they pass out of th« 
promenading circle into the care of 
one of his stewards—himself a slave. 
I watched carefully for some expres- 
sion of emotion on the faces of these 
tv/o 
young people 
who had 
been 
stolen and sold as though they wei# 
chattels, but it was perfectly inipossW 
ble to note anything more than be- 
wilderment. 


Prosently there was a sudden in- 
terruption in the market place from 
a little group in front of me. 
Here 
we sav the one dramatic incident of 
tho afternoon. 
Since 
the 
market 
opened a woman, who was appVOLch- 
ing middle-age, had been tramping

CHINESE 
PIRATES, 


Tlio rnrorriftible Disciples of Captain 


Kidd oil West River, 


Lieutenant W. R. Henderson, of 
tho United States Navy, who arrived 
here last evening on the army trans- 
port Thomas, has been chasing pi- 
rates in Asiatic waters. 
He was in 
command of the gunboat Callao, sta- 
tioned in the West River, and brings 
with him from the Orient a whole-" 
some respect for the Chinese pirate. 


On July 13 
Chinese pirates 
at- 
tacked the British steamer Sainam. 
on the West River, about 150 miles 
from Hongkong. 
Among those killed 
was Dr. McDonald, a British medical 
missionary. 


Lieutenant 
Henderson 
chased 
those pirates with the Callao. 
He 
was on board the Sainam soon after 
tho attack and says that the meth- 
ods in that case are typical of the up 
to date pigtailed pirate. 


The pirates boarded the Sainam 
at one of her ports as call passen- 
gers. 
It developed later that each 
was armed with a modern revolver 
and well supplied with ammunition. 
The pirates distributed 
themselves 
about the vessel and when the time 
came made short work of the Sai- 
nam's crew. 
Captain Joscelyn, mas- 
ter of the vessel, was wounded and 
escaped further harm by dropping to 
the deck and pretending to be dead. 
The mates were killed 
and 
some 
members of the Chinese crew who 
offered resistance 
were 
murdered. 
The chief engineer escaped by crawl- 
ing under the boiler, where he was 
so badly burned that he was in the 
hospital at Hongkong for many days 
afterward. 
Dr. McDonald, who was 
a passenger, remonstrated with the 
pirates and was shot through 
the 
head, dying instantly. 


W^hen everybody belonging to the 
steamer had been murdered or ren- 
dered hors du combat the Chinese 
hoisted a signal, in response to which 
a large junk came alongside. 
Into 
this junk the pirates loaded every- 
thing on the Sainam that was loose 
or could be detached. 
They stripped 
the cabin,even to the carpet, and re- 
moved every bit of coal from the 
steamer's bunkers. 
All the brass 
work that could be unscrewed 
or 
broken off was taken, and even the 
dead and wounded were robbed 
of 
whatever the pirates deemed worth 
while. 


"We found that junk a few days 
later," said Lieutenant 
Henderson. 
"There were three old Chinamen on 
board. 
They knew nothing. 
Tho 
junk had been moored there, they 
said, for months and months. 
It was 
always there. 
We searched the craft, 
but found nothing and did not ex- 
pect to. 


is hard to believe it in these 
days, but there, on the West River, 
piracy is flourishing as It never did 
on the Spanish Main, 
These Chinese 
pirates are wonders. 
They will steal 
anything, but manage to get away 
with a vast amount of valuable prop- 
erty every month, 


**We patrol the river In the Callao 
constantly and the British have a 
gunboat on the same service, but the 
pirates 
are 
the only 
ones 
whose 
watchfulness is rewarded. 


"Once in a while the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, after an unusually daring 
attack, will proclaim the arrest and 
execution of a pirate, 
As a matter 
of course, however, these occasional 
sacrifices to the demands of the Pow- 
ers for assistance in suppressing pi- 
racy are ancient Chinese who would 
soon die anyhow, or natives whose 
absence from the earth is desirable 
to the viceroy."—San Francisco Call.

African Sandstorms. 


The sandstorms of African deserts 
are caused by the great power of the 
sun's rays, the extreme dryness of the 
air and the small conducting power 
of the sand. 
The superficial layers 
of sand in the deserts of Africa and 
Arabia often become heated to 200 de­ 
grees F. to a depth of sevei’al inches. 
The air resting on this hot sand be­ 
comes also greatly heated, thus caus­ 
ing ascending currents. 
As a result, 
air flows in from all sides, and, differ­ 
ent. currents meeting, cyclones are 
formed, which are swrept onward by 
the wind prevailing at the time. Since 
the temperature of the air, originally 
high, is still further raised by* the 
heated grains of sand with which it 
is loaded, it rapidly increases to a most 
intolerable degree. 
In the shade it 
has been known to reach 12G degrees. 
It is the parching dryness of this wind, 
its glowing heat and its choking dust 
and not, as is sometimes supposed, to 
any poisonous qualities it .possesses 
that its destructive effccls on animal 
life are to be ascribed.

hoped that Manuel Garcia would de- 
vote himself to music, but, as it hap- 
pened, he showed a predilection for 
anatomy.

throats of animals and birds which 
he conducted as a young man that we 
owe the discovery of the laryngo- 
Bcope. 


Acknowledged the first master of 
singing of his age, he had under his 
guidance many who became famous 
immediately. 
In fact, he had the 
distinction of producing r far greater 
number 
of 
distinguished 
vocalists 
than any other teacher, irrespective 
of nationality. 
Physically he was 
not robust, and one marvels at the 
age to which he attained. He sprang» 
however, from a stock which enjoyed 
remarkable longevity, and he lived 
a regular and simple, though exceed- 
ingly industrious life. 
His activity, 
even when he was a centenarian, was 
amazing. Rising fairly early, he gen- 
erally went for a short walk of a 
morning, and occasionally he would 
visit a theatre, whilst he sought in- 
tellectual recreation in a game of 
chess. 
I-ïe retained to a Avonderful 
degree his mental facuUies. 
Until 
the last he manifested the keenest 
interest in affairs of the day, not ex- 
cluding politics. 


A correspondent writes: "As a for- 
mer pupil of Manuel Garcia. I shall 
ever retain a vivid recollection of 
his wonderfully energetic 
personal- 
ity. 
I well remember how, at the 
age 
of 
ninety-five, 
Senor 
Garcia 
would come actually 
tripping 
into 
the music room at his peaceful re- 
treat at Brondesbury. and with what 
vivacity and verve he would strike 
the chords on the piano to accom- 
pany the vocal efforts of his pupil. 


"He told me once that throughout 
his career he had very rarely failed 
in reading from the eyes of an in- 
tending pupil the prophecy as to his 
or her future success in the profes- 
sion of music. 
He disliked, he said, 
to be associated with failures, and 
the moment he found he had made a 
mistake in his estimate of a pupil's 
capacities he at 
once 
disillusioned 
him and declined 
to 
continue 
his 
training. 


"Jenny Lind was his favorite pu- 
pil. 
Once at the conclusion of my 
lesson he grew quite enthusiastic at 
the reminiscences of 
the 
'Swediish 
Nightingale/ and remarked, 'The an- 
gelic choir, which, I am sure, bearing 
in mind her nobility of character, she 
must have been permitted to join, la 
glorified by having her in its midst.

angels

Jenny, are no longer born.

"His mannerisms while playing ac- 
companiments were quite character- 
istic of the man.
